“It ig a mighty fine thing to be 
able to send letters free through 
the mails, not so much because 
it saves a few cents but because 
it saves the trouble of hunting for 
a stamp every time a letter is 
written.’ The comment by Cor- 
poral Caesar Provenzano Thurs- 
day, April 2 as he mailed the 
first service man’s letter to go 
through the mails post-free in 
New York City was being echoed 
all over the nation this week by 
men in the armed forces of the 
United States. It was also picked 
up more or less by boys on the 
high seas, others in Australia, the 
Philippines, China, everywhere. 
Congress had passed the second 
War Powers Bill which extended 
the free-mailing privilege to all 
men, at home or abroad, wearing 
the unifurms of this nation. 

Already the mails are being 
flooded with letters. This bill un- 
doubtedly has encouraged service 
men to write home more often 
to allay the fears of those left 
behind. It will be a great aid to

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Liberian Government 
Issues New Airmail 
Stamp For 1st Flight 





Special provisional overprinted 
stamps were prepared by the 


‘~povernment of Liberia for the 


first flight of the new United 
States to Liberia airmail service 
that went into effect recently. 


Arrangements were made for 
overprinting stamps and any not 
used in the first flight from Li- 
beria to the United States were 
to be delivered to the Consulate- 
General of the Republic of 
Liberia at 25 Beaver Street, New 
York, where they were to be 
placed on sale for collectors. 


About 2000 stamps were over- 
printed $1.00 and about 8000 of 
the 50c value. In making these 
overprints, the 1938 set of Air 
Mail stamps were used. On the 
$1.00 stamp, the overprint used 
was a First Flight inscription. 


For the 50c value, the same 
overprint with the addition of 
“50c” was used. In making this 
50c stamp all of the remaining 
9 values of the set, from lc to 
50c were used in different quan- 
tities. This would allow an aver- 
age of about 900 stamps of each 
denomination if equally divided. 


It is evident that this set so 
kindly supplied by the Liberian 
Government will soon develop 
some more of those scarce and 
hard to get Air Mail stamps. 

Such stamps 2s were not used 
for the first flight will be sent 
to the Consulate-General at New 
York for disposal to collectors. 
An entirely new issue is now in 
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preparation, also a set of regu- 
lar postage issues.

Since last September when I first mentioned the 
dividing the 1943 Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue into two parts, 
I have received expressions of opinion from more than 6,700 cole 
lectors and dealers holding widely divergent thoughts. -Much come 
ment has appeared in the philatelic press, most of it constructive and 
helpful, but some being the result of a misunderstanding of the probe 
lems that made the suggestions necessary. 

It all started with a statement to me from our bookbinder that 
the addition of one more form of 64 pages would make it necessary 
®for certain steps in the binding of

the book to be done by hand ine 
stead of the automatic machine, 
This meant delay and _ increased 
cost of manufacture. Many other 
items of cost had risen so that it 
was evident that the selling price 
would have to be increased an- 
other year. To increase the cost 
of any item inevitably means a 
decrease in sales of units and that 
would be harmful not only to us 
but to the nobby as well. If, on 
the other hand, two volumes were 
offered separately and indepen- 
dent ot each other, we felt that in 
thousands of instances the collec- 
tor would find his entire field of 
interest covered in one volume at 
a cost to him slightly less than 
one half that of the all-inclusive 
one volume edition. If, however, 
as in the case of a general collec. 
tor, both volumes were needed, 
they could be purchased at a total 
cost of slightly less than the pres- 
ent form of one volume book. To 
publish in two volumes meant di- 
vision into groups and the desires 
of the collecting public have been 
clearly expressed on this subject. 
We deeply regret the increased 
costs which force us to raise our 
prices. 

Until December 7th it was only 
a matter of learning what the 
public waited and then doing it, 
Since that date, however, it has 
become largely a problem of 
learning what we will be permit- 
ted to do under the _ restrictive 
conditions of Government alloca- 
tions of material required, priors 
ity orders and avoidance of waste, 
Frankly we know just what we 
shall do if we can do it; but we 
question the possibility of doing 
it. 

To make matters elearer to you, 
I must give some details about 
the production of the Catalogue, 
The entire book is set up in ace 
tual hand-set sype (not linotype 
or monotype) with the cuts 


in 
position. Each year, after revi« 
sions are made, the galleys are 


made up into page form and an 
electrotype plate is made of each 
page appearing in the _ book, 
Printing is never done from the 
type but only from the eléctro< 
type plates. After each edition 
has been printed the plates for it 
must be scrapped and a new set 
made for the next edition. As 
matters stand today, we have had 
our order in for the type needed

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President Roosevellf 
Is Partly Wrong On 
Question Of Spelling 


Recently published in the U. S. 
A., the “Public Papers and Ad- 
dresses of Franklin D, Roosevelt” 
(London: Macmillian) are en- 
tertaining reading when they re- 
cord the frank, free and intimate 
talks at the President’s Press con- 
ferences, when any reporter can 
question the President, who fre- 
quently replies with a_ spice of 
good-humoured banter. Here’s an 
instance: 

“One August day in 1939 Mr. 
Roosevelt, in his intimate way, 
told the Pressmen:— 

“After lunch, Jimmy Moffett is 
bringing the Shake, or Sheek, or 
Shike—whichever way you wish 
to pronounce it—Mahommed of 
Bahrein. Of course you all know 
where that is. Do any of you 
know Bahrein?” 

The disrespectful answer of one 
of the Pressmen is: “I hope not. 
How do you spell it?” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who happens to 
be at the conference on this occa- 
sion remarks, “I am dying to 
know where it is;” and the Presi- 
dent comments. “Such absolute 
crass ignorance I have never seen, 
~..Well, it is an island in the Ara- 
bian Gulf, ruled by an indepen- 
dent Sheek, Shike, or Shake, and 
is a very excellent oil country.” 

“I regret to say,” says Mrs. 
Roosevelt, “we have never been 
able to stump him on a question 
of geography.” 

“You see,” her husband adds, “I 
collect stamps.” 

But, alas, for the infallibility of 
philatelic training, the President 
was only partly right on this oc- 
casion, although he was certainly 
on the right track, while his au- 
dience was completely ignorant. 
Nor are his recorders completely 
right, for although there is some 
latitude in the matter of spelling, 
it is “BAHRAIN” on the stamps. 

Perhaps also the President was 
mis-reported as saying Bahrain 
was “an” island. There is, in fact 
no island of that name so far as 

‘we can trace, but it is the name 
given (as explained in the Stamp 
Collectors’ Annual for 1942) to a 
group of islands in the Persian 
Gulf, of which Muharraq and 
Manama are the two largest. 
“Bahrain” means “two seas.” The 
area of the group is 213 square 
miles, and the estimated popula- 
tion is 150,000. 

Sheikah Sir Hamad bin Isa al 
Khalifah, ruler of the Bahrain Is- 
lands, died there on February 20 
at the age of 70. He became ruler 
in December, 1932.

for new listings in the 1943 book 
but after waiting three months we 
have no idea as to when or if we 
are going to get it. Electrotype 
metal is on the government list of 
controlled material and the use of 
it is limited by allocation to the 
industry of a maximum of 70 per 
cent of the amount used in 1941. 
Will we be allowed enough metal 
for the plates needed to print? We 
think so, but we wish we knew 
definitely. If we are unable to 
get plates for the complete book 
then, of course, all we can do is 
to print one section which, natu- 
rally, would be Part One.

“made to order” First day of 
use in regular postoffices should 
not and will not be sought, At 
the time of writing I have not 
seen any of these new stampless 
covers but I shall keep all that 
come My way regardless of date 
or place of cancellation. We all 
wish that we had more United 
States stampless covers from the 
last war. 

What will these new stampless 
covers look like? According to 
Postmaster William Gupton of 
Nashville “such covers’ should 
bear, in the upper left corner of 
the envelope, the name of the 
sender, his rank and the designa- 
tion of the service to which he 
belongs. In the*upper right hand 
corner, the word ‘Free’ is to be 
written.” 


Air mail rates to and from the 
personnel of the nation’s armed 
forces who are outside the conti- 
nental United States will be six 
cents for each half ounce, This 
rate shall apply to all air mail 
sent to or by such forces ‘when 
deposited at any place where the 
United States mail service is in 
operation. Such letters must show 
in the address or in the return 
address “the rank or rating of 
the individual member of the 
armed forces receiving such mat- 
ter and either military or naval 
unit to which he is assigned or 
his A.P.O. number.” 


Under the censorship instruc- 
tions, Postmaster Gupton = an- 
nounced that postal communica- 
tion with enemy or enemy occu- 
pied countries is illegal and will 
not be permitted except through 
the American Red Cross which 
will transmit short, personal mes- 
sages or in communications with 
prisoners of war. . 

Correspondence with persons in 
other foreign countries will be 
governed by the following re- 
strictions: Name and address of 
sender must appear both on en- 
velofe and in letter; matter should 
be in English avoiding the use of 
abbreviations, codes or descrip- 
tions of persons, firms, locations 
or other information; the name of 
the language used should be writ- 
ten in English on the face of the 
envelope if some foreign language 
is being used; no mention should | 
be made of defense matters, ship- 
ping or weather conditions; war 
industries should not mention the 
nature of their work in writing 
abroad; and a member of the arm- 
ed forces must not give the name 
of his post, camp or station but 
should give as his address the 
military or naval post office num- 
ber of his unit in care of Postmas- 
ter New York or San Francisco 
or the address of a friend or rela- 
tive in the United States, to whose 
care a reply can be sent for for- 
warding.

Poster Stamps In Use 


Collectors of Poster Stamps will 
be especially interested in the set 
of beautiful Poster Stamps issued 
by the National Wildlife Federa- 
tion for 1942. 

The new set is a beautiful one, 
scientificaily accurate in design 
and coior and have an educational 
value that is worthy of note. 

The stamps are copies from 
paintings of several of America’s 
distinguished nature painters, 
among which are Chas. Phil Hex- 
on, Leslie Ragan, Herbert Christy, 
Walter A. Weber, Franklin Booth 
and Elie Cheverlange. Birds, trees, 
flowers, mammais, reptiles, am- 
phibians and fish are featured on 
this years set of stamps. 

The large sheet of stamps is 
especially prepared for collectors 
who object to straight edge co- 
pies, <o 4ll stamps are perforated 
on all four sides. The stamps in 
the top and bottom rows are of 
flowers and are of double size 
stamps. The smaller stamps in the 
central part of the sheet, between 
the top and bottom rows are 
printed in duplicate, that is of the 
48 stamps shown, there are two 
of each so that you have an extra 
set to use on your mail besides a 
set for your album. 


The money for these stamps all 
goes into the National Wildlife 
Conservation fund and the sheets 
sell at $1.00 each. 

An album is also available for 
the stamps if desired and we note 
that issues prior to 1942 are also 
available.

Card From Palestine 
Arrives In 3 Months

“the government of Liberia has 
attempted, through the designs 
on her stamps, to portray 
the life, people and customs of

SETTLING DOWN IN SIDNEY 


That word “settling” rather brings to mind the fact that the early 
settlers in this part of Ohio were probably no worse off than Mrs. 
Linn and myself today. They moved in without any houses to sent 
or without any living quarters and today there are lots of people try- 
ing to find just those very things in Sidney, 

This town has long been one where considerable manufacturing 
of steel products was the usual order of business, I remember when 
my father had a printing plant in connection with his newspaper at 
Wapakoneta, Ohio, back in 1888, yes, that is the town made famoue 
in one of last year’s best motion pictures and it’s just a bit north of 
Sidney, But as I was saying, when dad had his plant in Wapakoneta, 
he did quite a bit of commercial printing for the Sidney Steel Scraper 
Company. A plant that made those scrapers that were drawn by 
horses and used in road work and in digging cellars for houses, The 
plant is still here in Sidney although under another name and it is 
only one of the plants here that does heavy manufacturing work in 
steel. The town has several such plants, most of which were ideally 
suited for Conversion to war work and the business men at. their 
heads got their share of this work, but now the trouble is that there 
are several hundred employees who drive in and out of Sidney every 
day from surrounding towns to do their day’s work heré. There are 
no available rooms or houses and what will be done to provide shelter 
here for these workmen when tires are worn out is a problem that 
the Government at Washington will need look into. 

Mrs, Linn and myself are caught in this housing shortage and we 
too are without adeQuate shelter. We know “This Is War” and we 
will have to take it along with the rest of the population until the 
emergency rights itself, In the meantime, we will bunk and eat where 
we can and as long as we can keep our office open we will have at 
least a pleasant spot to spend our leisure hours. 

We are now settled down in Sidney and will make the best of 
it until conditions change. In the meantime, we hope to develop busi- 
ness enough that we can buy our share of War Stamps and Bonds 
and help clean up the mess so that everyone can get back to their 
normal way of life,

ed last week, please note the change now and change our address 
from Columbus, Ohio, to Sidney, Ohio, The office is located at 11914 
East Court Street, opposite the Court House which occupies the public 
square,

SCOTT PROMISES SIMPLIFIED STAMP CATALOG 


We are glad this week to give the leading space in this paper to 
Mr. Hugh M., Clark, of Scott Publications, Inc., in order that he may 
tell in his own words about the forthcoming 1943 Postage Stamp Cat- 
alogue. 

While many of the problems that he speaks of are quite familiar 
to us, the one point that he brings out near the end of his story is 
that collectors are asking for a Simplified Stamp Catalogue. 

This is something that we have been suggesting for several years 
past and we are glad to see that such a catalogue will be issued, when 
conditions permit, 

Recognizing as we have for years that few collectors are any 
longer general collectors and regretting this fact as we do because 
we believe general collecting is one of the finest parts of the hobby, 
we are certain that a real simplified catalog will do more to help the 
stamp collecting hobby and incidentally to help the stamp dealer than 
anything that could be done. 

Our chief hope for this new general simplified catalog will be 
that Mr. Clark boil it down and then boil it down again before issuing. 

Padding a catalogue with every hair line and fly speck variety 
that can be dug up soon leads the catalog up to a point where it be- 
comes burdensome both to the publisher and the buyer, all of which 
reduce sales, kills business and eventually would choke the catalogue 
because of high production cost against constantly falling sales. That 
is‘what killed the pre-cancel catalog and it could kill a general post- 
age stamp catalog in the course of time. 


Rates Of Postage To 
Armed Forces Abroad 
Explained To Public 


Mr. Alexander Field of New 
Rochelle, N. Y., believes that the 
regulations governing postage 
cost to our boys in Foreign bases 
should pe explained for the ben- 
efit of those who may still be in 
doubt and he sends a letter and 
some printed notices from Third 
Assistant Postmaster General 
Ramsay S. Black to aid in print- 
ing the correct information. 

It is probable that the errors 
and misunderstandings that may 
have occurred with regard to the 
rates have been caused by lack 
of close attention and careful 
reading of the announcements 
when issued and we are again 
printing, as briefly as possible the 
rates for Air Mail and Parcel Post 
to the various foreign bases. 

The rate for air mail letters is 
6c per half ounce. This rate is 
available only to persons in the 
service in this country or to per- 
sons in the service in a foreign 
base. 

If a member of the armed for- 
ces in this country you can use 
this 6c per half ounce rate to 
write to anyone located with the 
U. S. Armed Forces abroad; but 
you must show in the return ad- 
dress notice in the upper left cor- 
ner of your envelope, your rank 
or rating in the service, with the 
unit to which you belong or other 
identifying information. 

If in the service abroad, you 
can write home to your folks by 
following the same _ proceedure. 
Put your name with rank and 
number in the upper left corner 
service attachment or A. P. O. 
of your letter. In all cases where 
letters are addressed to anyone 
in the service, their designated 
rank and stations with A. P. O. 
numbers and the like should be 
included as a part of the address. 

We are also of the opinion, 

from a study of the regulations, 
that private individuals in the 
United States may use this 6c per 
half ounce rate to write to friends 
in the service abroad providing 
that the address on the letter car- 
ries the complete service desig- 
nation and A. P. O. number as a 
part of the address. 
With regard to parcels mailed 
to those in the service abroad, the 
rate is to be the regular parcel 
post rate from your city to the 
seaport from which the parcel 
will be shipped. If the port is 
New York then the parcel post 
rate will be that from your city 
to New York and if the port is 
San Francisco, the rate will be 
that of the parcel post rate from 
your city to San Francisco. The 
transportation from the ports of 
this country to the foreign bases 
is therefore without additional 
cost.

We hope, 
that our wholesale price for same 
will enable you to sell these at a 
high profit”.

It is reported 
that only 45 copies exist of one 
value. Furthermore, the total set 
will cost about $500.00. 


Denmark Issued 1941 Seal 
Despite Nazi Occupation 


For some time American col- 
lectors commenced to believe that 
Denmark, the country which had 
issued the first Christmas seal in 
1904 had fallen from the path, 
due to German occupation and no 
seals were issued. Just this week 
we received a single copy of the 
Denmark 1941 seal, showing a 
picture of the King mounted on a 
horse, the inscription being ‘‘Julen 
1941 Denmark”’. It came from W. 
L. Kinkéad, who said it was mail- 
ed last fall and received in March 
and had the appearance of having 
been in the water. He also sent 
the 1941 Aalborg seal, a colorful 
seal with a gold background 
showing three wise men looking 
at the star in the east. 

From another source comes a 
report that the seals of Sweden 
have been seen in this country. 
It shows Santa in Blue riding a 
reindeer.

Shartly after the inauguration 
of General Rafael L, Trujillo as 
President of the Dominican Re- 
public, it was realized that the 
Government system of Posts and 
Telegraph required reorganization 
and rehabilitation, as was the case 
in several other departments. Af- 
ter the groundwork for the con- 
templated improvements had been 
Jaid, a national day was set apart 
to center attention on the advan- 
ces made and to be made in the 

1 and telegraphic activities. 
Each year the Day of Posts and 
Telegraph was and still is ob- 
served by Presidential decree 
much the same as in the United 
States “Air Mail Week,” “Navy 
Day” and even “Apple Day” are 
observed, 

During the eight years. these 
“Day of Posts and Telegraph” 
have been recognized, far reach- 
ing and foreward strides have 
been accomplished in rendering 
service to the public thru both of 
these means of communication. 
Expeditions and rural deliveries, 
with Special Delivery Service, 
Money Orders and _ registrations 
are as common in the Dominican 
Republic as they are in the United 
States. 

Under Decree No, 1383 of Dec- 
ember 22, 1941 two special postage 
stamps were authorized to com- 
memorate the VIII Anniversary 
of The Day of Posts and Telegraph 
‘jn 1942. The stamps were litho- 
graphed at the Litografia Ferrua, 
C por A of Ciudad Trujillo, the 
Capital of the Dominican Repub- 
lic. In addition to the usual in- 
scriptions and values both stamps 
bear the same central vignette 

* showing the Seal of the Postal Es- 
tablishment. The stamps measure 
31 by 42 mm. and are perforated 
11%. 100,000 copies of the purple 
15 centavo stamps were printed. 

Both values of these new com- 
memoratives are now available at 
face plus return postage thru the 
Latin American Stamp Section of 
the Pan American Union. Its 
list of the other issues which now 
total 84 different stamps from 
fourteen different Latin American 
countries is available on request 
accompanied with a three cent 
stamp for return postage. 





The forthcoming postal issues 
of Panama and also Guatemala 
will be added to the Latin Ameri- 
can Stamp Section’s Stock List 
when received. Both countries, 
however, are now facing a crisis 
in their stamp stocks. Guatemala 

long since been forced to re- 
sort to overprinting stocks of old 
Stamps due to the fact that diffi- 
tulties have been encountered in 
various steps of setting up presses 
for local printings, and now an 
inability to obtain priority on 
Metal for stamp plates. In Pan- 
ama somewhat the same situation 
exists, except that stocks of paper 
fan not be obtained for the 
Printing of the necessary stamps 
for which reason demonetized fis- 
tal stamps have been overprinted 
and returned to postal use to meet 
the emergency. The effects of 
war are being felt in fields far 
distant from the scenes oi the ac- 
tual battle.

@variations in life, climate, topo- 


graphy, resources and _ products 
are in keeping, Brazil’s frontiers 
are so far flung that they meet 
with those of seven of her nine 
sister republics in South America, 
and embrace a country larger 
than our continental United 
States; larger than all of Europe, 
excluding Russia. 


Nearly half the population of 
South America makes home of 
Brazil. From the equatorial jun- 
gles of the basin of the majestic 
Amazon in the north, Brazilian 
territory, with an Atlantic coast 
line of 4300 miles, sweeps through 


pleasant and productive uplands 
far into the south temperate 
zone, 


These central and southern up- 
lands are the heart of the Brazil 
of today, Here are the most fer- 
tile lands; the best grazing areas. 
From here comes the famous cof- 
fee, base of about three-fifths of 
the total value of the nation’s 
exports. From here comes the 
cotton, fruit and livestock, hides, 
wax, tobacco and other items, 
which, with rubber and nuts from 
the Amazon country, Brazil offers 
in exchange for her needs in 
machinery, tools, fuel, wheat, 
chemicals, automobiles and iron 
and steel products. Here, too, in 
a region of half a million square 
miles, less than a fifth of the 
country’s area, lives sixty per cent 
of a population of forty-four mil- 
lions, seventy of every hundred 
at work in agriculture or stock- 
raising, 

Brazil is sending to the arsenals 
of democracy manganese for the 
manufacture of much needed 
steel; and oil from the castor bean 
essential to the lubrication of the 
high-speed engines of the fighter, 
bombers and pursuit planes. The 
turn of world events promises to 
reinstate Brazil as one of the rub- 
ber centers of the world, 


Rio de Janeiro, the capital, is a 
city of more than a million in- 
habitants. But there is no con- 
gestion even here. Famed as one 
of the most beautiful capitals of 
the world, a city of marble, palms 
and broad avenues, “Rio” is also 
center of commercial, social and 
cultural development; seat of 4a 
government that has given educa- 
tion high place in its activities. 


The Brazilian constitution di- 
vides power between national and 
state authorities. The President 
is the supreme authority, charged 
with directing the policies and 
maintaining the welfare of the 
state. He initiates legislation, 
may nominate one candidate in 
elections to choose his successor, 
but by a two-thirds vote of a two- 
tiouse. parliament, can be over- 
ridden in his veto of legislation. 


As in other countries new or 
old, Brazil’s form of government 
represents a people’s' evolution. 
Unlike that of many of the young 
nations of the New World, how- 
ever, from discovery and _ first 
colonizations by the Portuguese 
Alvares Cabral at the turn into 
the Sixteenth Century, down 
through the rule of the Marquis 
of Pombal, “the great marquis” 
through independence and consti- 
tutional monarchy in the reigns 
of the Dom Pedros, father and 
son, to the coup d’etat of Novem- 
ber 15, 1889, out of which came 
the federai republic, the romance 
of Brazil tells of change after 
change without violence or blood- 
shed, 


The nation has been a growth, 
not an_ eruption. Its natural 
wealth has hardly been touched; 
its native genius hardly revealed. 
Its potentialities are far beyond 
present reckoning.

Spotter Simple Change 





Much has been written about 
the beneficial psychological ef- 
fects of philately in a war torn 
world. Stories have come frem 
abroad of the increased stampic 
activity during the blackout per- 
iods whitch are such a vital part 
of our home defense in this era 
of aerial warfare. “Ride your 
Hobby’— “Relax with Stamps’— 
have been written across many 
an ad and in many a story since 
hostilities began. But here is a 
new thought which came to mind 
as the writer was being inter- 
viewed by his Civilian Defense 
Recruiting Chairman. 

As a Zone Captain, I was 
obliged to answer for local per- 
sonnel records, questions covering 
almost every phase of my life. In 
answer to the guery on hobbies Ii 
mentioned among other things—- 
Stamps. The personnel man look- 
ed_up and suggseted that he did- 
n’t feel it worth mentioning be- 
cause it was of no value in the 
present emergency. Apparently, 
they were interested in more 
“practical” things such as home 
workshops, rifle shooting, etc. 
However, I hastened to disagree 
with Him and in so doing be- 
lieve that I convinced at least 
one man that philately is prac- 
tical and of definite value at 
this time, entirely aside from 
the fact that it is a clean, re- 
freshing hobby and worthwhile 
in wartime from that standpoint 
alone. 

I believe that a philatelist 
would make a better “aircraft 
spotter” than any other civilian. 
With the important program of 
airplane model construction now 
being pursued in every high 
school in the Unitel States our 
Navy Bureau of Aeronautics and 
the Civilian Defense authorities 
are anxious to train observers to

A recent comment by one of our leading dealers in Christmas 
Seals and poster stamps stated that in his opinion the demand for 


Philatelic Labels was falling off,

The writer of this column does 
It is true that collectors 
are becoming a little more par- 


ticular as to the appearance and quality of the various items being 


issued. For instance they do not©— se 


care to pay 10c or 25c for a 
cheaply printed, unattractive la- 
bel or set. However, when an 
attractively engrvaed or other- 
wise nicely executed set makes 
its appearance the clubs have 
very little difficulty in disposing 
of them. ; 

As to the suggestion that the 
various clubs send their philatelic 
sheets to any collector who will 
remit postage; that would be de- 
feating the primary reason for is- 
suance of these items, i. e., to 
help defray expenses of the ex- 
hibition. According to corres- 
pondence with numerous secre- 
taries of various clubs, after the 
printing bills have been paid, the 
payment of postage on orders in 
which no return postage was in- 
cluded, (which includes about 
fifty per cent of the requests,) 
there is very little if any profit 
left for the club. If the clubs is- 
sued these posters and sent them 
to collectors merely for return 
postage, it is feared that the qual- 
ity of the material would neces- 
sarily have to be cheapened, as 
there are not many clubs which 
could afford to do this any more 
than they would be able to offer 
free bourse tables to the dealers 
at the exhibition. After all, the 
trophies have to be paid for, In 
most cases the hall in which the 
exhibition is held has to be paid 
for. In some cases special guards, 
etc. If all of this expense was 
to be covered by levying against 
the collectors exhibiting it would 
tend to eliminate many exhibi- 
tions entirély. 

Primarily these sheets were 
issued solely as a souvenir of the 
exhibition and were intended to 
be sold at the exhibition only. 
However, it has been the prac- 
tice of most clubs to extend the 
privilege of purchasing sheets or 
sets by mail, so that those unable 
to attend the exhibition might 
have the opportunity of adding 
them to their collection. 

We feel sure that if philatelic 
sheet collectors will cooperate 
with the various clubs by being 
sure to enclose return postage 
when ordering any of the phila- 
telic labels, they will rapidly note 
an improvement in the quality 
of the various issues, as. the club 
will feel that their efforts are 
Teally being appreciated. A re- 
cent communication from a 
Stamp club secretary states that 
out of about two hundred re- 
quests for labels, about half did 
not include return postage. It 
can readily be seen that this will 
amount to considerable expense 
to the club, not to mention the 
envelopes, as well as the time of 
the secretary which in most cases 
is just donated. 

This column always welcomes 
Suggestions from philatelic sheet 
‘collectors as well as_ secretaries 
of clubs. Perhaps if the collec- 
tors and the clubs get together 
and discuss their own particular 
Views a more harmonius attitude 
might be reached.

Because of its fascination, 





Unique Stampless Covers 
Certain To Come Up Now 
With Free Army Service 


The present flow of “FREE” 
army mail is certain to turn up 
some interesting covers if one 
will keep their eyes open.

This latter clause has been typed 
out by the writer, the word 
“FREE” is typed above it and 
his name and proper identifica- 
tion is typed in on the blank lines 
in the left corner. Under the lines 
the words “OFFICIAL BUSI- 
NESS” have had the prefix “un” 
typed in front of them. Thus we 
have a bright philatelic student 
in the army who has converted 
one of the official Government 
envelopes to personal use in a 
perfectly proper manner.

Some 
of the admitted  tangibles are: 
Pleasure, profit, education and 
recreational advantages of con- 
vincing entertainment. 

Washington the Capital of the 
Nation, has citation in print and 
otherwise for its diversity of ed- 
ucational outlets. Notwithstand- 
ing, there is a large body of stu- 
dents, graduates and post gradu- 
ates in that city who are not pur- 
suing courses of learning within 
four walls of a university. This 
group is selective and, at leisure, 
is content to pour over catalogues, 
ancient and modern, peep into 
the window or show case of a 
stamp-selling agency, or go Sher- 
locking in old dusty, dingy attics 
in order to appease an insatiable 
“thirst”’—to discover an unknown 
and unrevealed secret of this in- 
teresting science. 

As a collector premier, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt takes eminent 
rank—not solely because of his 
high station in national affairs— 
but because his collection of these 
perforated and unperforated 
squares, oblongs, and triangles, 
consisting of something like 20,- 
000 specimens, are pasted in 
about 32 volumns. About one- 
fourth of all the stamps ever is- 
sued are said to be in this col- 
lection. 

As runners-up for stamp hon- 
ors, in this somewhat distinct fra- 
ternity, are Harry L. Ickes, se- 
cretary of the interior, and Wil- 
liam Phillips. under secretary of 
state. Their collections are not as 
great in numbers of specimens 
collected, as that of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive, yet they are pastmasters 
in philately. 

In coatradistinction to the col- 
or-complex stamp collector ranks 
Rear Admiral C. H. T. Lowndes. 
He has selected geographical lo- 
cation as his specialty and proba- 
bly he possesses the best exclu- 
sive collection of China and Ital- 
ian stamps in existence. 

Novelty again looms to the 
front and _ introduces another 
stamp connoisseur—Lothrop Stod- 
dard, famous publicist. He spec- 
ializes in segregating only stamp 
issues of the nineteenth century. 
Still further research lures and 
discovers that the late Hugh M. 
Southgate, well-known engineer, 
was somewhat choicey and ultra- 
select. He disdained collecting is- 
sues unofficially printed. Those 
in his collection came exclusively 
from the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing at Washington. Un- 
cle Sam’: master printery for 
engraved work. 

No collector should ever be 
content to simply collect stamps. 
To do so would minimize the al- 
lurement in this interest-captur- 
ing hobby Once adopted, fascina- 
tion soon sways its magic wand 
and sets agog a desire to become 
not only a collec.or but to out- 
rank a competitor by the distinct- 
ness of the chosen-type of speci- 
men collecting. 

Promptly in nomination, as a 
colorist devotee, is placed the 
name of Mrs. Clifford K. Berry- 
man, wife of a noted Washington 
cartoonist. She has at some time 
bowed vefore the altar of “color” 
and become enchanted by the ex- 
perience with the result that she 
has adopted a trinity scheme— 
only those specimens of lilac la- 
vender and purple tints are per- 
mitted to grace her collection. By 
competent authority, it is regard- 
ed to be among the most beautiful 
collection of its kind in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Within the range of this article 
have been marshalled for review 
a few of the soldiers of the repre- 
sentative army of stamp collect- 
ors.

U. 5. Airmail Service Is 
Most Extensive In World 


The Division of Air Mail Ser- 
vice of the Postoffice Department 
is charged with the supervision 
of all matters pertaining to the 
transportation of domestic air 
mail and the tabulation and cer- 
tification of compensation due air 
carriers for such service. At the 
close of the fiscal year 1941, there 
were in operation 43,411 miles of 
domestic air mail routes as com- 
pared with 37,943 miles at the 
close of the previous fiscal year. 
A total of 74,297,154 miles of ser- 
vice was performed as compared 
with 59,177,525 miles of service 
in 1940. The total cost for the fis- 
cal year 1941 was approximately 
$20,300,000 as compared with 
$18,855,306 for the fiscal year 
1940. The growth of the domestic 
air mail service is reflected in the 
increase of 19 per cent in the vol- 
ume of mail transported. Service 
was established on 13 new do- 
mestic routes serving an addition- 
al 53 cities with direct air mail 
supply.

comforting to worry-ridden par- 
ents, brothers, sisters and sweet- 
hearts as even a_ short, hastily 
penned note: “Don’t worry. Every- 
thing is O. K. Will write again 
soon.” 

Indica‘ing that the first reac- 
tion to the new privilege by New 
York army navy and coast guard 
camps brought a great increase 
over the usual stream of mail, Ed- 
ward Arnstein, head of the Gov- 
ernors [sland Branch Postoffice, 
said, ‘““The boys are really taking 
advantage of the free postage.” 
He predicted an even heavier flow 
in the next few weeks. 

The free-mailing privilege for 
service men applies only to first 
class mail. To comply with regu- 
lations the upper Jeft hand cor- 
ner must list name, rank, .com- 
plete address_and organization of 
the sender while the word 
“FREE” is written in the upper
